PECIFIC data under this head is supplied 
S by a local student of the situation, as fol- 
lows: 

Baden, the residence section north of the 
cemeteries along Broadway, has no communi- 
cation with nearby .territory in Northwest- 
ern St. Louis and the West End, without a 
45-minute ride downtown on the Broadway 
line, a transfer and a 30 or 40-minute ride 
west. An extension of the Union line would 
end the isolation of a big region. 

The lack of a north and south crosstown 
line, west of Grand avenue, and the lack 
of an east and west line south of Chouteau 
avenue, are glaring fhadequacies. 

Between the Cherokee and the Tower Grove 
lines in. Southwestern St. Louis is a big ter- 
ritory not served by. either, which could be 
reached by a Tower Grove extension. Arloe, 
a residence suburb within the city limits, 
which could be reached by an extension of the 
Tower Grove line from Clifton Heights, is 
wholly dependent on the suburban service 
of the Frisco Railroad. ; 

Between the Manchester-Maplewood line 
and the Market line, along McCausland avenue 
for more than a mile, isa splendid residence 
section which, in spite of of facilities, 
is building up, but which would: be rapidly 
populated if there were transportation. The 
Market line could be extended to reach all 
this territory.

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| CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT 
President Wilson is complementing the Mon- 
roe doctrine and defining it fully t its own 
logical conclusion in defining the responsibilities 
of the United States as a constitutional repub- 
lican Government towards other constitutional 
republican governments of the American hemis 
phere. 

He is outlining principles of justice and of 
civilization which have only to be understood 
and practiced to give the hemisphere peace and 
ensure progress for all ite republics. 

Under this policy, the same respect for their 
constitutions and for their rights which forbids 
the control of any American republic from 
abroad, compels the disapproval and repudiation 
of any domestic faction which violates and sub 
verts the constitution of any American republic 
in gaining political power. 

Holding to this, we can define fully for the 
first time in our foreign relations what Amer 
ican adherence to constitutional government 
means {n our support of our own institutions. 
logically applied to the support of constitution’! 
government as the supreme condition of exis 
tence for other American republics. 

When we make the world understand that we 


tion, successful or unsuccessful, which assatls 
constitutional government in North er South 
America, the whole hemisphere will have the 
same opportunity for peaceful progress which 
the United States and the Argentine Republic 
demonstrate as greater under American consti- 
tutional government than it is elsewhere in the 
world. 

As against “Jingoism,” we can demonstrate 
what mora] power means in world-politics and 
world leadership, until the American hemisphere 
is redeemed from the curse of jingoism through 
which every petty Caesar or Napoleon who 
turned out of a military school begins to think 
of making himself a dictator as soon as he puts 
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Mereover, the American eagie has no honors 
to win in a conflict with the Mexican buzzard. 
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SCIENTIFIC INTESEST.

TAXES LOWER HERE THAN 


IN MOST OTHER CITIES 


“Service” Points Cleveland and 
San Francisco Alone Pay 
Less in Proportion. 


“Lower Taxes,” a pertinent article In 
the August issue of Service, the maga- 
zine published by the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. It contains two interesting 
statements. The first is that St. Louis 
property owners pay less In taxes on the 
actual assessed valuation of their prop- 
erty than inhabitants of any American 
city of more than 350,000 people, save two 
--Cleveland and San Francisco. 

The St. Louls rate, which officially is 
$2.22 on the $100, is on a two-thirds valu- 
ation, so comes to only $1.48 on a 10 
per cent basis. Cleveland’s is £1.36 and 
San Francisco's $1.04, while Buffalo and 
Newark are at the head of the list with 
$2.40 and $2.04, respectively. 

The other statement of genera] inter- 
est contained in the article is that tax- 
payers, by paying at any time in Sep- 
tember, can get a discount at the rate 
of 8 per cent a year on the part of the 
taxes due to the city, or approximately 
5 per cent of the entire bill. How trust 
company clients can have their taxes 
attended to is told in the article. Other 
business stories, written in the style 
which gives this little publication its 
aistinctive tone are “The Will and the 
Way and “Ask for It.”

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ST. CHARLES ROAD 


One Mile Stretch to St. Charles 
Bridge Opens Entire State to 
St. Louis Motorists.

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TO TRY FOR RECORD 


‘Three St. Louisans in a Cadillac 
Going After Fast Time of 11 
Hours, 25 Minutes Made 
Tuesday by Reo Car. 


It’s becoming the fashion for ™ 
Louis nfotor enthusiasts to try to break 
the record for an automobile run to 
Kansas City from 8t Louis. Up to 
last week there was no officially timed 
record of the run, but unofficial rec- 
erds exceeded 13 hours. During the 
week the record for elapsed time, all 
tire and other troubles counted in, was 
lowered to 12 hours and S minutes. 
Sunday morning at 3:3 o'clock an- 
other attempt will be made to reduce 
this record, and the new contestants 
start’ out with high hopes of pulling 
it down to 10 hours. They are Erwin 
Stelzer, Harry Wissler and David F. 
Jones. Stelder and Wissler will drive 
and the car ts Wissler’s rebuilt 180 Cad- 
flac. All are employes of the Cadillac 
Automobile Co. of St. Louis. They will 
be officially started from in front of 
the salesroome of that company in the 
damp, deep darkness of the early Sun- 
day by R. EB. Lee, secretary of the 
Automobile Manufacturers & Dealers 
Association. 

The runs are not “speed trials” in 
any sense, but afe a test of the driving 
ability of the man at the whéel to 
keep his car running consistently a: 
an average speed of about 3% miles an 
hour. The drive will be via the Boon’s 
Lick Trail, following the same route 
as that taken by the contestants who 
started last Tuesday morning. They 
will be checked in at Kansas City by 
Ww. P. M. Stevens, eecretary of the 
Kansas City Automobile Club and 
Western representative of the American 
Automobile Association. 

The run which set the record of 2 
hours and & minutes was made in a 
Reo car which started from in front 
of the Kardell Motor Car Co. sales- 
rooms, 4124 Olive street, Tuesday morn- 
ing at 8:30 o'clock. The car was driven 
by Harry Steiner of that company, and 
the other passengers were Theo P. Goll, 
secretary of the Phoentx Auto Supply 
Co., and J. L. Jalageas and Horace EK. 
Bell of the Kardell Motor Car Co. Their 
actual running time for 3% miles was 
ll hours and 3% minutes. 

The Reo had considerable tfre trou- 
ble en reute, owing to the tough. 
rocky roads encountered. In places the 
rocks cut great chunks out of the 
tires and changes were found necessary. 
all of which were time consuming. The 
worst roads were found between War- 
renton -and Mineola, where steep hills 
and rocky roadbeds were the rule. The 
distance is 3 miles, nearly all bad. 
The Reo was met by W. P. M Ste 
vens, A. A. A. official, and a delega- 
tion of motorists and escorted to the 
office of the Mayor, to whom they de- 
livered a message from Mayor Kiel of 
St. Louis. En. route the car was not 
adjusted once, and the Kelley-Spring 
field tires used gave fine service, roads 
considered. 

During the week the Kansas City 
agent for the Chalmers car will start 
from that city to try to eclipse the 
Reo’s record, and will be official» 
checked into St. Louis.

“lames Burst From Earth, Caus-

Fires mysteriously breaking out of the 
ground are causing alarm to the offi- 
clals and business men of Edwardsville 
Two bietks of business houses in the 
heart of the city have been threatened 
by these fires, the origin of which is 
unexplained.

FIRST WON WEALTH 


Ben L. Dorsey Died at Moment 
of Victory in His 10-Year 
Battle for Millions. 


FIGHT WORE HEART OUT 


Iflinoisan Had Just Formed Great 
Mining Company When the 
Strain Killed Him. 


The funeral of Ben I. Dorsey was 
held yesterday in Benld, Ill, the 
mining town in Macoupin County 
which he created and which owes its 
singular title to a combination of his 
first name with the initials of hie 
second and third names. He died 
Wednesday of heart disease in the 
Metropole Hotel at Denver. 

The strain of a 10-years’ battle 
against the United States Govern- 
ment Killed him three weeks after he 
had triumphed in the plan, held 
tenaciously through long reverses, of 
financing a $20,000,000 company to ex- 
plott coal fields in Colorado. 

About 11 years ago Dorsey, a farm- 
er, invested his savings in coal lands 
near Gillespie, IlL, and withtn a year, 
by selling his rights to the Chicago 
& Northwestern Rallroad, cleaned up 
a profit of between $75,000 and $100,- 
000... On the site of his holdings grew 
up a flourishing mining industry and 
a town, which was named after him. 

Built a $290,000 Home. 

Of his earnings he spent $40,000 In erect- 
ing the largest and finest residence in 
Alton, on, Fourth street, which is still 
his family’s home, The remainder of 
his profits, almost to the last dollar, 
he invested in land in Routt County, 
Colo., beneath which he believed lay 
veins of anthracite and bituminous ceal 
of remarkable richness. 

It was at this moment, when he was 
ready to seek capita) to develop his 
property, that he became involved tn the 
campaign of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion against the fraudulent seizure of 
public lands. Dorsey's title to his fields 
was questioned and the conflicting 
claims were taken into the Federal 
Courts tn Coloredo. 

As the legal procedure dragged its cilow 
length along, Dorsey fell into deeper 
and deeper difficulties. Fle was cOm- 
pelle@ to mortgage his home and to bor- 
row again and again from friends to pay 
lawyers’ fees and court expenses. It 
was only a year ago thaf he was com- 
}pelled, to surrender a $60.000 insurance 
policy on which he could not longer pay 
premiums. 

Vietery and Then Death. 

Then came victory, the courts deciding 
in his behalf all along the line. His own- 
ership of the coal lands established, he 
was at last able to begin forming the 
trig company which had long been his 
ambition. _ But the fight had taken its 
toli from his vitality, and he had be- 
come subject+to attacks of heart dis- 
ease. 

Three weeks ago, tn the Metropole Ho- 
tel at Denver, Dorsey sat in session with 
2 capitalists who had come from Bel- 
gium to meet him. Papers were drawn 
up by which a company with a capital 
of $20,000,000 was formed. He was to re- 
ceive ‘$2,000,000 of stock and to be presi- 
dent and manager of the corporation. 

The Belgians returned home, and Dor- 
sey threw hintself into the work of pre-, 
paring for operations on a large scale. 
He was rushing preparations for sinking 
shafts and organizing a laboring force, 
when he fell dead. He was 5 years old. 

With him in Denver was his daugh- 
ter, Miss Edna Dorsey. He is survived 
ty his wife, by two other daughters, 
Miss Ruth Dorsey and Mra. R. R. San- 
born of Pittsburg, and by a son, Loomis, 
ho is new in Alton.

The young woman 
said that two prominent men and a 
womark named ‘Minnie Mason aided 
Dr. Stephens in persuading her to leave 
her mother’s home at 32l4 Park avenue 
and ceme to Memphis. 

Wifes Lettér Caused Arrest. 

Dr. Stephens was arrested this eft- 
ernoon after a letter from his wife was 
received by C. R, Nixon, Federal Agent 
looking after the enforcement of the 
Mann act. 

Mrs. Stephens, “according to Nixon, 
wrote that her husband recently left her 
and their ¢hildren in Knoxville and 
came to Memphis, that he promised to 
send for his family, and when she 
failed to hear from him she suspected 
that he had gone with another woman. 
Mrs. Stephens then resolved to have 
her husband prosecuted. , 

Dr. Stephens fs said to have left his 
wife six months ago and to have me: 
'Miss Martin ‘first when she lived at 
319 Madison avenue, this city. Three 
! prominent men of Memphis, it is stat- 
‘ed, are invoived:in disclosures made to 
‘Commissi@mer Poole in connection with 
,the case and will be arrested. They 
are said to have aided in bringing Miss 
Martin from St. Louis.

in Mexico. A large number were from 
Arizona. This is the fret boat load to 
leave Mexice undcr President Wilison's 
instructions to get Americans out of 
that country. 

The Purcells attempted to establish a 
cattle ranch at Cacaria, 28 miles from 
Durango, but cattle thieves worked their 
ruin, and they came home almost penni- 
less. With Grover and J. EK. Varn, 
trothers, from Arizona, they tried to 
fight the bandits, who are said to be 
masquerading under the constitutional- 
ist flag, but were forced to lay down 
arms at last and flee to this country. 
They bad three fights with the bandits. 

Tells of Killing 23 Bandits. 

**Last April a gang of 480 Maderistas 
came to Cacaria and demanded arms, 
ammunition, money and suppiies,’’. re- 
lated the younger Purcell. “For days 
they had been harassing our ranch, 
stealing and killing cattle We saw 
them riding into Cacaria and while a 
few Mexicans on the settlement made 
preparations for a tight, the four of 
us climbed to the top of a 40-year-old 
ehurch with ammuasition and supplies 
enough to last a week. We had every 
advantage, and when the rebels started 
to enforce their demand we peppered 
down on them with 90-30 bullets. Their 
juliets could not touch us. And they 
had to retreat, leaving 11 dead men. 

“Raids on our eattie continued and a 
few weeks later we caught eight of the 
thieves at work, ran them into a can- 
yon and killed every one. For this work 
we were thanked by all the influuential 
Mexicans in the neighborhood. 

“Last June another band of brigands

Grand Jury to Be Told of Ten- 
der Made to St. Louis 
Magistrate. 


FAKE LEGAL FORMS USED 


Bar Association Investigators 
Will Press Indictments for 
Many Abuses. 


A system of fake legal papers, 
thirsty professional jurors and fav- 
oritism for money lenders and other 
prosperous litigants, which has made 
justice a farce in some St. Louis jus- 
tice courts, has been exposed by in- 
vestigators from the Bar Association, 
and will be made known to the grand 
jury. 

The last two Legislatures, in def- 
erence to St, Louls ward politicians, 
have defeated bills to abolish the 
justice courts and establish a munic- 
ipal court, on the Chicago plan. How 
the poor suffer injustice, under the 
present system, has been shown by 
the inquiries of the Bar Association's 
legal aid society. 

J. W. Calhoun, In charge of the 
Legal Aid Bureau, has conducted the 
investigation, aided by a number of 
lawyers whose attention has been 
drawn to flagrant abuses, some of 
which have long been known to the 
public. He is awaiting Circuit At- 
torney Harvey's return after his va- 
cation, in order to lay the matter 
before the grand jury. 

Attempt te Bribe Justice. 

A certain Justice of the Peace will! 
be summoned to repeat to the grand 
jary a statement, which he has made 
to lawyers, that he received from «& 
money lender an offer of §100 a 
month during his tenure of office. 
The Justice spurned the offer, and 
the money lender who made it has 
since taken a change of venue when- 
ever sued in that Justice’s district. 

Certain money lenders, who, by rea- 
son of their methods, find counter 
claims entered against them when 
they sue for debt, make a practice 
of depositing $6 with the Constable 
when they fle suit to cover his ex- 
pensesxre They thus ingratiate them- 
selves in the favor of that official. 
Reciprocity on the part of the Con- 
stable in such cases is never bene- 
ficial to the peor person who is fight- 
ing the money lender. . 

Another abuse found to be still in 
existence, though it has been ex- 
posed and condemned in the past, is 
the custom followed by certain Con- 
stables, in sending printed demands 
im a form simflar to a legal summons 
to persons against whom money lend- 
ers holé claims, and threatening them 
with a lawsuit unless they pay the 
claim tmmediately. 

Reads Like Court Summons, 

But something even worse than 
thet was found by the investigators. 
It fe a printed form, made up to re- 
semble a court summons and worded 
almost identically the same, which 
is used by a money lender to frighten 
delinquent clients into paying up. It 
commands the client in legal phrase- 
ology to appear at the money lender's 
office forthwith and show cause why 
he should not be sued. 

Here is a sample of the printed 
form sent out by some constables 
in behalf of money lenders which, 
the investigators say, leads the re- 
ciplents to believe they have become 
the subject of litigation. The names. 
Gates and amounts are filled in with 
pen and ink:

along both utility and fancy lines with | 
im the last few years to an extent that 


they are now referred to as the “farm- 


ers’ friends and the fanciers’ delight.” 
No bree@ of fancy poultry has more 
good qualities than the White Wyan- 
dotte. They are excellent table fowls. 
good jayers, especially in the winter. 
when eggs are high, and as exhibition 
fowls they have a combination of color 
in their white plumage, yellow legs and 
beak, bright bay eyes and low rose 
combs, that is very pleasing to the eye 

They come from the Silver Wyandotte. 
an American breed of sterling worth, 
which was produced by a careful min- 
gling of the dark Brahma, the Silver 
Spangled Hamburg and a small amoun: 
of Cochin blood. It was noticed by the 
Silver Wyandotte breeders that occa- 
sionally a chick hatched pure white in 
color. These chicks were generally 
males, and to get females to mate with 
them, White Hamburgs, and even rose- 
comb White Leghorns, were used. Tho 
result of these crosses produced the 
White Wyandotte. The breed first was 
advertised by a man named Briggs. 
Popularity came slowly, but as their 
good qualities became known, the breed- 
ing was taken up extensively, and in re- 
cent yeafs they have been advanced to 
the front rank gin popularity. 

Always Shown in Large Classes, 


The best way to determine a good 
breed of poultry is to observe the classes 
at the national poultry shows. The most 
useful breeds are shown in the largest 
classes. This is a sure test, At nearly 
all of the largest shows in this coun- 
try, the White Wyandottes are among 
the largest classes. 

The individual quality of the ancestry 
have been so completely concentrated in 
the progeny that the White Wyandotte 
is regarded as one of the leading exhi- 
bition and utility fowls of-the world. 

To get a better idea of the utility qual- 
ities of the White Wyandotte it ts nec- 
essary to point out the individual qual- 
ittes,of their ancesiry. First, the Ham- 
burg, and what more prolific layers 
were ever known? It is true that they 
lay an egg too small to find favor with 
the market poultryman, but they lay 
plenty of them. As a table fowl, the 
Hamburg ts far too small It is of an 
excitable disposition, common with the 
Mediterranean breeds. Without doubt 
the Hamburz’s strongest point is the 
wonderful development as layers, and it 
is this quality that has’ come. out: 60 
strong in the White Wyandotte. 

The Brahma, which also forms ohe of 
the leading components of the Wyan- 
dottes, is a meritorious breed, being of 
large size and also good winter layers. 
However, they, too, have their faults. 
The present, practical age demands a 
bird that is reasonably early in maturing 
and market fowls of five and six pounds 
find greater favor than those weighing 
eight or ten pounds, as do the Brahmas 
The feathered ghank is today a serious 
defect for market purposes. :

also the tendency to produce plenty of 
eggs in winter. 

Cechin Gives Leose Feathers, 

The White Wvandotte is a loosely 
08° | teathered birg with a great deal of fluff. 
It also has a cushion, especially appar- 
ent in the female. This is where the 
Cochin appears in the makeup of the 
White Wyandotte. These loosely feath- 
ered birds can stand severe cold. 

Thus the White Wyandotte is a com- 
posite fowl made up of several distinct 
ost and inheriting the good quali- 

ties of each. 

White Wyandottes are being bred in 
numbers and it stands to reason 
that they are making and wil! continue 
make progress. along utility lines. 
all the Wyandottes, no variety has 
_ bred 
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their success has been attained be- 
cause they could see merit in other 
birds besides thelr own. 

Judges have a heavy responsibility in 
seeing that they properly apply the 
standard. No judge has any right to 
have fads. The specimens to which the 
awards are made should be the pattern 
for the other exhibitors to go by. Some 
judges make a fad of color and place 
the award on the whitest bird regardless 
of shape. This is wrong because, ac- 
cording to the standard Wyandotte, 
shape should exceed color in marking. 

As Utility Fowl. 

The White Wyandotte is one of the 
most beautiful fowls grown. They are 
of the favored size and compact build 
for the table usé. With proper handling 
they will lay as well in winter as they 
do in summer, making the total value 
of their eges very high for the year. 
They are one of the most docile fowls, 
standing confinement well, but if given 
free range they are splendid foragers. 
No breed is better adapted to a cold 


—_—— 


climate. They have the tow rose comp 
and are so loosely feathered that they 
can resist a great amount of cold and 
continue laying. They are very small 
eaters and require’ very little more per 
head than the Leghorns. The standard 
weights are 8% pounds for adulb males 
or cocks, 6% pounds for hens, 7% pounds 
for cockerels and 5% pounds for pullets. 
Both the male and female have white 
plumage, rich yellow shanks, toes and 
beak, reddish bay eyes and bright red, 
low rose comb and wattles. 

The chicks grow rapidly. They stand 
plenty of forcing, the percentage of 
mortality being, as a rule, very low. At 
two pounds they make a very attractive 
broiler, with yellow skin and legs and 
no dark pin feathers. 


With some breeds a great many chicks | 
being unable to break | 


die in the shell, 
the tough membrane. This is not usual 
with the White Wyandotte. For a large 
breed they hatch well and show a very 
high percentage of fertility, which is in 
keeping with their other good qualities.

Depluming Mites. 

Will you please tell me how to get 
rid of head lice and @epluming mites 
on young chickens. Mra. N, D. M., St.

Use carbolated vaseline on the 
heads and bodies of birds affected 
with ‘deptuming mites. Whitewash 
the quarters and keep them perfectly 
clean. Use. plenty of disinfectant on 
the roosts and in the houses. Dust all 
of your birds with good lice powder 
once a week.

Chicken pox. 

Some of my chickens have sores on 
their heads which affect their eyes 
and their breathing. What causes it 
and what will cure it? C. M. E., Yoa- 
kum, Tex, 

Your birds have the chicken pox or 
sore head. This is a contagious diseasc 
caused by a parazite that penetrates 
the skin of a healthy chicken throug: 
an abrasion or by bites of lice, ete. 
The disease is- most prevalent during 
warm, damp weather and, consequently. 
is more fatal to late-hatched chieks. 
Keep the affected birds isolated and 
the houses and yards clean and dry 
Give all the birds a dose of epsom 
saits and apply carbolated vaseline ur 
glycerine with two per cent of car 
bolic acid, to the affected parts twice 
a@ day. The sores may also be bathed 
with soap and water to loosen the 
crusts. When other treatments are un- 
availing, tincture of iodine may be used 
sparingly.

The thing is capable of such a wide range of 
employment that the manufacturers have not put 
‘t upon the open market, lest it be used for im- 
proper purposés. Not any Tom, Dick or Harry ¢an 
purchase a detectaphone. The purchaser must be 
well vouched for by responsible persons and must 
show that he intends to use the device for legiti- 
mate business ends. Without this precaution evil- 
minded persons might obtain detectaphones, which 
are sold at a reasonable price, for use in black- 
mailing schemes or for overhearing private con- 
versations which they have no right to hear. 


The detectaphone is in use in many Eastern fac- 
tories and other establishments where large num- 
bers of employes work. In such cases it is like 
a private telephone system, with the manager’s

In the instruments used by the Burns agency 
there are three switches for regulating the vol- 
ume of sound transmitted. The mervelous disk 
thus has the faculty of increasing or diminishing 
the sound of the human voice. 


“If I should turn on the high switch,” said 
Supt. Patterson of the St. Louis branch of the 
Burns agency. “it would make a regular riot of 
sound in the ears of the person listening. Some- 
times that is necessary where the conversation 
to be overheard is going on in the midst of other 
noises, such as.that of machinery, passing trolley 
cars and the like. The voices must be made 
louder in order to be distinguished above the gen- 
eral uproar, just as we shout to make people un- 
derstand in a noisy room.” | 

William J. Burns, the famous detective who un- 
covered the McNamara dynamiting conspiracy, 
may be termed the foster father of the detecta- 
phone.

introduce propulsive power other than that of 
oars to a small boat. About a quarter of a century 
ago Benjamin Frankiin Brown of: Hannibal built 
at Louisiana, M®., a tioat which he equipped with 
the mechanism of a bicycle. He used the saddle. 
the handlebars, the pedals and an elongated chain 
to run a small screw propeller. His invention 
was not successful. It resulted in the upsetting of 
the craft in its test voyage, but it was the pioneer 
motor boat even if it did refuse to “mote.” 


The motor cycie principle now has been applied 
to a new type of vehicle called the cyclecar. It 
originated in France, but five American concerns 
are said.to be manufacturing cyclecars now. It is 
virtually a four-wheeled motor cycle. ‘t is built 
for lightness and speed, having a narrow body, 
, so seats arranged one behind the other, 
It has the motor, 
ten and drive of the ordinary motor 


: cycle. The machine is, in effect, a diminutive 


Tt has a gauge so narrow that it 
i 
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can run between the ruts of the average road. 
Cyclecars are made as narrow as 36 inches be- 
tween wheels. Some of them have a #4-inrh 
wheel gauge. 

The typical French cyclecar weighs 950 pounds 
and has a maximum speed of 50 miles an hour. 
There is an American-built cyclecar of 44-inch 
wheel gauge which carries four passengers and 
has three speeds forward and reverse. I[t loo's 
more like a real automobile than does its French 
original. The cyclecars made in this country 
range in price from $375 to $520. One of the great 
advantages of this type of car is that it can run 
on deep-rutted roads, the whee!s running between 
the ruts. The cyclecar makes 140 miles on a gal- 
lon of gasoline. The average made by automobiles 
ie about 15 miles to the gallon. 

The French, who delight in new thrills, have de- 
veloped an automobile called the aeroplage. It 
is a sailing craft, used chiefly on level sand 
beaches. A chassis is built to carry four pneumat- 
lc tire wheels. A mast is set above the forward axle, 
carrying a sail, which, in a favorable breeze, sends 
the car forward at a good racing clip.

ETTER and clearer telephone messages are 
said to be produced by the aid of a new 
speaking instrument designed by Dr. Jules 

Glover, who has found that the nose plays a great 
part in the production of the sounds in speech 
which are lost at present. The mouth alone is 
now used when speaking into a telephone except 
in the cases of certain Continental types of in- 
strument where one talks against a small flat 
soundbox. 

The, speaking-piece of Dr C'over’s instrument 
is made up of two pares, one for the mouth, the 
other for the nose, and the combined effect has 
given very satisfactory results over long distances. 

The nasal seunds are more delicate than those 
of the mouth, and in consequence the inver.tor has 
had to devise a more sensitive microphone for 
the nose then for the mouth. This is, however, 
mevely a nett«r of ele trical adjustment and has 
been car-ied out with success.

It is the refuge of men gone 
wrong throvgh impulse or misfor- 
tune who wish to bury themselves in 
oblivion while fighting to regain an 
honorable place in the world of life 
and activity.

A further 
very dark fact was that many of the men responsi- 
ble for putting the law on the statute books in 
order to please one ele™ent of their constituents, 
also connived at or even profited by the corrupt 
and partial non-enforcement of the law in order 
to please another set of their constituents, or to 
secure profit for themselves 

The organ of the liquor sellers at that time 
was the “Wine and Spirit Gazette.” The editor of 
this paper believed in selling liquor on Sunday, 
and felt that it was an outrage to forbid it. But 
he also felt that corruption and blackmail made 
too big a price to pay for the partial non-en- 
forcement of the law. 

He made in his paper a statement, the correct- 
ness of which was never questioned, which offers 
a startling commentary on New York politics of 
that period. In this statement he recited the fact 
that the system of blackmail had been brought to 
such a state of perfection, and had become so op- 
pressive to the liquor dealers themselves, that 
they communicated at length on the subject with 
Gov. Hill (the State Democratic boss) and then 
with Mr. Croker (the city Democratic boss). 

Finally the matter was formally taken up by 
a committee of the Central Association of Liquor 
Dealers in an interview they held with Mr. Mar- 
tin, my Tammany predecessor as President of the 
police force. In a matter-of-course way the ed-
